"California and her sister states in the West have ample proof 
of the need of permanent highways. In four ycura the traffic, in 
California has doubled, and in another four years it will douhl. 
again. The pleasure car, the commercial auto truck and the inter 
urhan 'jitney' are the instrument! which have taught the puhlic 
that the principle of making a road earn its own cost bj meieasinp 
ita efficiency to the community is a very simple problem in finanei 
Direct and feasible routing of permanent roadways shortens the dis- 
tance between the farmer and his markets and allows him a choice 
of markets, instead of being dependent On DM market. They enlarge 
the town dealer's trading and delivering radius. They expedite 
postal deliveries and promote soeiul or commercial intercourse he 
tween communities dormant in mud road' weather. The eonere*" 
roadways of California have made possible the establishment of 
jitney service on routes 2<W> and :'><•<> miles in length, and have *|uick- 
ened the easy movement of heavy merchandise from the railroad 
station to otherwise almost inaccessible communities. Whoever 
thought of hauling twelve ton loads for distances of ninety to one 
hundred miles over the highwaya of ten years ago. The commer- 
cial truck and the permanent highways are the instruments which 
now make this economically possible -and cut into the earnings of 
the steam and electric roads.'' 

The railroads have been great advancers of civilization, as well 
as grent contributors to the comfort nnd happiness of the generations 
that have known them. They have expanded tremendously the 
earning capacity of the civilised word and increased the standard of 
living. Cutting into the profits of steam and electric railroads 
viewed otherwise than as a means on regulating freight rates, hardly 
could be considered good fortune. Rut the public roads are destines! 
to become greater competitors of the railroads: greater reducers of 
freight rates, than the interior waterways ever have been, or can be 
if the fuel problem docs not stand in the way of the broadest de- 
velopment of the internal combustion engine as motive vehicles 
than now are in use. and with the increase of the mileage of good 
roads there w ill be, unfailingly great expansion of the market for au- 
tomobiles for freight and passenger service. Rut if gasoline should 
not be supplanted, or supplemented, as fuel, and if the control of 
the market for gasoline should remain w here it now seems to be, the 
production of motor vehicles might one day he halted for want of 
fuel at prices cheap enough to make the motor truck practical. 

The simple problem in linanee will be more simple when we find 
how we can operate engines at a profit when there are twice as 
many as there are now. Assuming the solution of the fuel problem, 
permanent roads should pay better returns in 2020 than they will be 
paying in 1!>2<>. — Louisville Courier-Journal.

Paris, December 10 — Racul Peret, 
formerly Minister of Commerce, dis- 
cussing In the Chamber of Deputies 
last evening in behalf of the appropria- 
tion committee, the budget for the first 
throe months of 1917, pointed out that 
France will have Incurred expendi- 
tures to the amount of 72,00o,iiuo,00n 
francs between the opening of hostili- 
ties and the end of March next, while 
Great Britain In the same period will 
have had an outlay of 90.000.000,000 
of francs. 

This statement drew exclamations 
from the deputies that "Great Britain 
Is thus proved to have collaborated 
cordially and completely." 

The resources of Mr. Peret put 
against the expenditures made an au- 
thorized amount approximately of 64.- 
000,000.000 francs, as follows: 

Ten billion two hundred million tax 
receipts. 38.700,000,000 short and long 
term bonds of France, 5,600,000.000. 
loans from England and the United 
States. 9,000,000.000 advanced by the 
Bank of France, 200.000,000 advanced: 
by the Bank of Algeria. This leaves 
an apparent deficit of 8.000.000.000 
francs. Mr. Peret said this does not 
represent the actual expenditures, but

Anne M. Caeey to the Boara of Direc- 
tors of the Maaon t'ounty Health 
League: 

TO THE Honorable Board of Dlrec- 
tora, Members and Friends: 
It is with pleasure that again I am 
privileged to present the Annual Re- 
port of the work of the League. The 
third year has been thronged with op- 
portunities to advance the cause of 
Health, and while It has been a strug- 
gle to keep a worker In tho field, much 
has been accomplished. More might 
have been done had the Aunitobile 
Fund grown to neceasary proportions 
for the purchaae. 

An Educational Campaign was car- 
ried on during the month of December. 
An exhibit was placed in the Council 
Chamber where all could see and read 
the causes of much disease and point- 
ed the way to Health and Happiness 
by avoiding the rocks of filth, dis- 
sipation and neglect and embracing 
pure air. sunshine and proper living. 

In March an open Baby Clinic was 
held and many parents availed tbem- 
aelvca of the opportunity to.- :hetr 
children. Health talks to mothcts 
were given In various places, the 
colored population sharing the bene- 
fits of the campaign. A Trachor<»a 
Clinic was held at the Hospital with 
Dr. McMullen, United States Surgeon, 
Public Health Service and Miss May 
Hicks In attendance. Our local staff 
of physicians devoted every effort to 
give the best service to those of our 
community who needed the attention. 
Thirty-three presented themselves for 
examination, two were operated on, 
the others Instructed and prescribed 
for. 

The County and City Boards of Edu- 
cation have worked in hearty co-oper- 
ation. Nearly 800 school children re- 
ceived medical lnsepctlon In the 
schools of Maysvllle, Orangeburg, Par- 
ry, Dover. Wedonla and Sardia. On 
October 1, 1915, the management of the 
Hospital waa turned over to the 
League and much has been done for 
the poor in the county and city. In 
sickness, a special report of the Hos- 
pital Is rorth-coming. A tent was 
erected on the Chautauqua grounds 
and equipped with facilities for caring 
for emergencies. 

A ladies auxiliary to the League was 
organised, with a membership of 24, 
object to work for the League In what- 
ever capacity needed. 

.Much sewing has been done ror the 
Hospital, and a Lawn Fete was given 
mi the Hospital grounds, which was * 
success in every sense of the word. 
The Settlement Club furnished funds 
to paint the Children's Ward and a bed 
is to be furnished by them.
